They, at 
same time declartd, that no events 
hiih had occurred aince the first pro* 
<po»al for this negotiation, had altered 
the pacific disposition of their govern* 
nunt, or vari- J its viewa as to the terms 
«pon which it was willing to coiicludc 
the peace. 


W e answered, that we heard these 
declarations with gi*eat satisiactioit, and 
that our government had ucccdcd to the 
jKt>i»osul of hcgouaiioi, with the most 
sioccre desire to put an cud to the d»f- 
lireucas which divided tho two coun- 
triua, and to \*y upon just and liberal 
grounds the foundation of a pcuce, 
^hich, securing the rights am! iuteicst» 
efboth nations, should unite them b> 
lasting bonds of amity. 


The Hi'iti'ih Commissioners then *ta’ *

The ttiitUh commissioners str.tcd, 
tlui an ai t'ati^cmcut upon this point was

the establishment of a definite bounds y 
of the Indian territory was necessary to 
secure a permanent pcacesnot only with 
the Indian«, but also between the United 
Staton and Ci\ eat*Britain.

With respect to this point, they ey- 
pre*«ly disclaimed auy inte.iiion» un the 
IWrt of their governmeut, to acquire uny 
Ltci'erftc of territory, and represented 
the proposed revision as intended m ere­ 
ly for the purpose ot preventing uncer­ 
tainty and dispute.

desired us to state, on our part, such 
other subjects as t e might intend to 
propose for discussion in the course oi 
the negotiation. 
The meeting was then 
adjourned to the nest day, to order to 
ailovd us the opportunity of consult** 
'.ion among ourselves, before we gave 
an aoftwer. 
* iu the course of the evening of the 
same d.iy, we received your lottois, ol 
tUe 2*tn and 2?th of Juno. 


There could be no hesitation, on 
our part, 
in informing the British 
Comiuissioneta.

Nor did it sectn probable, 
although neither of these points had 
been stated with sufficient precision in 
the first vcrhlul confcreticc, that they 
could be admitted ui auy shape.

result, or by any hasty proceeding ah* | 
t uptiy to break oflT the negotiation.— It 
was not intpossiblu that, ou tUe subject 
ol the Indians, tho Umiah goveruiaent 
hud received erroneous impiessious 
from the Indian traders in Canada, 
which our representations might re­ 
move ; And it appeared, at all events 
important, to ascertain distinctly .the 
prccibc Intuutions oi Urem-Urtrain on 
i>oth joints. 
W e therefore, thougiit 
it advisuble to invite the British Coin- 
mis!iioii»'r<» to a general copvers&tion on 
all the points 
staling to tlicm, at the 
same tinm, our want of instructions on 
two of ihciu, itnd holding out an expect* 
utioti of tho piobability of our agreeing 
to any article respecting them. 


At our meeting on the ensuing day, 
we informed the Urstish Commissioners 
that up'jn ihe firs, and third paint* pro­ 
posed by them we were provided with

subjects considered by our government 
as suitable for discussiOb

W e tnen stated that the two subjects, 
1st of Indian pacification and boundary, 
aod 2d of fisneries, were uol embraced 
by our instructions. 


W e observed, tlut as these points had 
nut been heretofore the grounds of any 
' controversy between the government oi 
\ Great-Britain nnd that of the United 
| States and had not been alluded to by 
| Lord Canle ea^h, in his letter propos- 
i in£ the ne^Qciuiion, it could not be ex- 
, pc ctcd that they should have been anti­ 
cipated and made the subject of instruc­ 
tions by our government: that it wat> 
natural to be eupposed, that our instruc­ 
tions were confined to those subject» 
upon which differences between the two 
couni l ies were known to exist ; and 
mat the proposition to define, in a 
treaty 
between 
the 
United 
-tatcs 
and Great-Btitain, the 
boundary 
ot 
the Indian 
possessions within 
our 
territories, was new and withou» ex­ 
ample. No such provniop bad bo n 
inserted in the treaty of peace in 1783. 
nor iu any treaty other between tht two 
countries. No such provision had.fo our 
knowledge, ever been inserted in any 
treaty made by Great-Britain or ¿uv 
] other European power in relation to the 
i same description of people, existing 
j under like circumstances. 
We would 
say, however, that it would uoi b* 
doubted,that U>e peace with the Indian« 
would certainly follow a peace wi h 
rireat-Britain : that we hai infei maiio». 
that Comtui»«ii»ner& had already been ap­ 
pointed io treat with the n ; ttiai a • re.»' 
ie tbat effect might, peik^pa, bare been 


United States to any such arrangement. 


In answer to our remark that thote 
points had not been alluded to by Lord 
Castlereagh. in his letter proposing the 
negociation, it was said, that it could 
not be expected, that, in a letter merely 
intended to invite a negociation, he 
should enumerate the topics of discus­ 
sion, or state tho pretensions of hi* go­ 
vernment ; since these would depend 
,upon ulterior evonts and might arise 
out of a subsequent state of things. 


In reply to our observation that the 
proposed stipulation of an Indian bound­ 
ary was without example in thfO practice 
of European nations, it was asserted, 
that the ludians must in somo sort be 
considered as an independent people, 
since treatiea were made with them, 
both by Great'Gritain and by the United 
States ; upon which we pointed out the 
obvious and important difference be­ 
tween the treaties we might make with 
Indians, living in our territory and such, 
a treaty as wan p oposed to be made, 
respecting them, with a foreign power, 
who had solemnly acknowledged the 
territory in which they resided to be 
part of the United States. 


W e were then asked by the British 
Commissioners whether, in case they 
should enter further upon the discussion 
of the several points which had been 
stated, we could expect that it would 
terminate by some provisional arrange­ 
ment on the points on which we had no 
instructions, particularly on that res­ 
pecting the Indian», which arrange­ 
ment would l*c subject to the ratifica­ 
tion of our governm ent! 


W e anst#er*d that, before the sub- 
jecta were distinctly understood, and 
the objects in view more precisaly dis­ 
closed, we could not decide whether it 
would be possible to form rny satisfac­ 
tory article on the subject; oor pledge 
ourselves as to the excrcisa of a discre­ 
tion under our powers, eveu with res­ 
pect to a provisional agreement. 
W e 
added, that as we should deepfj^cplore 
4i rupture of tho negotiation on any point, 
it was our anxioua desire to employ all 
possible means to avert an event so seri­ 
ous in its tonsequouces ; and that we 
had not been without hope« that a dis­ 
cussion might correct the effect of any 
erroneous utformaUou which the British 
government might have received ou tifb 
subject, which they had proposed as a 
preliminary bttais. 


W e took this opportunity to remark 
that no nation observed a policy more 
liberal and humane towards the -Indians 
i han that pursued by the United States, 
that our object had been, by all practica­ 
ble means, to introduce civilisation a* 
«nongst them ; that their possessions 
were secured io them by well defined 
boundaries; that their persons, lands 
and other property were now more ef­ 
fectually protected against violence or 
frauds from any quarter, than they had 
been under any torifter government; 
taat even our citizens were not aiipwod 
,o purchase thel* lauds i that when they 
£*vt up their title to any portion ol 
their, country to the United States it 
vas by voluntary treaty with our go* 
.crnment, who gave them a aatisfactoiy 
< quiv>»leni : and that through these 
•c. jaii* the United States had succeeded 
in preserving, since the treaty of Green- 
viUc of 1793, an uninterrupted peace of 
16 years with all the Indian tribes* a 
p. i iod of tranquility much longer than 
t’tcy were known to liave eujoyed here 
tofjre.

W e cannot abstain from remarking--hi’ 
you, that the subject (of‘ Indian boun * 
dary) was indisi inctly stated when first 
proposed, and that the explanations were 
at first obscure and always given with 
reluctance. And as it was declared from 
the first moment, to be a «<»<? yum noW 
rendered any distfussion unprofitable 
until it wa« ad.nitted a« a baal«. 
Know­ 
ing that we had no power to cede to the 
Indian* any part of our territory, we 
thought it uiiiteceesery to ask, what 
probably would uot have boen answeied 
till the principle wa« admitted, where 
the line of demat kation of the Indian 
country wa« proposed to be established? 


Tne British Commissioners, after 
having repeated that theirinst;uctionson 
the subject of tho Indiana Were peremp­ 
tory, statod, that unless we could give 
some assurance, that our powcrv would 
allow us to make at least a provisional 
arrangement on the subject, any further 
discussion would be fruitless, and that 
they must consult their own government 
on this state of things. 
They proposed 
accordingly a suspension of the confer# 
ences, until they should have received 
an answer, it being understood that each 
party might call a meeting whenever 
they had any proposition to submit —, 
They despatched a special messenger 
the same eveuing, and we are now wait* 
ing for tfie result. 


Before tho proposed adjournment 
took place, it was agreed, that there 
should be a protocol of the conferences; 
that statements for that purpose be 
drawn up by each party, and that wo 
shoatd meet the next day tn compare 
the statements. 
W e accordingly met 
again on Wednesday, the loth in»t. and 
ultimately agreed 
unou what should! 
constitute the protocol of the confer* 
ences. A copy of this instrument, wc 
have the honor to transmit with this 
despatch ; and we also enclose a copy 
of the statement originally drawn up on 
our part, tor the purpose of making 
known to you the passages to which the 
British Commissioners objected. 


Their objection to some of the pas­ 
sages was, that they appeared argu« 
manuttve, and that the objeot of the 
protocol was to contain a mere statement 
of facts* 
They, however, objected to 
the insertion of the answer which they 
had given to our question respecting the 
effect of the proposed Indian boundary : 
but they «greed to an alteration of ttieii 
original proposition on that subjcct. 
which rendets it much more explicit 
than as stated, «itber in the fi' st confer* 
ence or in their proposed draught of'.tie 
protocol. 
They also objected to tht 
insertioii of tlie fact, that they had pro* 
posed to adjourn the conferences, until 
th tt could obtain further instructions 
from their government. 
The return of 
their messenger may, perhaps, disclose 
the motive of their reluctance in thi* 
respect.
